I have many friends who oversee 
Civic Centers, Boys and Girls Clubs 
and the like. They can tell hundreds 
of stories — all of which sound sadly 
alike about high school kids play- 
ing hours of basketball every’ day, 
seven days a week, dreaming of mak 
ing the pros, knowing that eventually, 
magically, automatically, somehow 
will happen for them. Some even car 
ry the hours of dunking and dreaming 
into their late twenties. The names 
and faces change, but the stories 
remain the same 

The end to most of these sad _ sto- 
ries is that, not only do these athletes 
never get out of town as sports 
promised they would but most of 
them end up wasting their lives in 
the process. They not only don’t get 
out of town, they go nowhere 

But it’s deceptively easy to fall into 
the trap of living that way — or of 
not living? — if you buy into the 
prevalent philosophy that the goddess 
of sports is your only hope for the 
future 

There is a delicate balance between 
not snuffing out the wick of a dream 
in a young heart and lighting the 
fires of reality in that life. After all 
there are stories of young athletes 
who were told they could never reach 
their dreams and yet who, against all 
odds, made it big. But for every 
dream-come-true story out there, 
there are tens of thousands of dead- 
end stories 

It’s those dead-ends that bother me 
It’s those dead-ends that I think of 
every time I hear or see the words, 
“Sports is the only way out.’’ 

When I was a young athlete, most 
of the role models of most of my 
friends were professional athletes. 
Some were my role models as well. 
We had role models beyond sports 
and entertainment, but sports figures 
still had a huge influence in our lives. 

As an older youth, I remember 
admiring Julius Erving and marvel- 
ing at how ‘Dr. J” operated on the 
basketball court. But I remember an 
administrator from a school district 
in high-crime city with a severely 
depressed economy saying once to 
me, “I wish Dr. J was a real doctor 
— a medical doctor — rather than a 
basketball player. Or I wish we gave 
our medical doctors the kind of press 
we give our sketball players. My 
kids are growing up thinking that the 
only way they can get out of here, 
the only way they can have any kind 
of a future, is through athletics. And 
that’s just not true. For most of 
them, it will never be true.” 

Let’s fuel the dreams of our youth. 
After all, when we stop dreaming, we 
die. 

But let’s be honest as well. 

Sports is a way out. Sports is not 
the only way out. And most must find 
those other ways if they’re to ever 

get out. 

I just wish that more of those who 
get out would eventually comeback 
and help solve the problems that 
chased them out in the first place 

But that’s a topic for another time.

Fifty years ago, at Tom Conner 
Field in East Peoria, the Granite City

Family Court sees variety 


Cases range from juvenile crime, abuse to adoption 


By Dan Yount

A parent says he is using commu- 
nication skills he learned through 
the Family Court of St. Louis Coun- 
ty to help turn his son's life around 
after the son was arrested for dam 
aging property 

"A 16-year-old says treatment he 
received after breaking into and 
burning down a house has given him 
an opportunity to grow up. He’s 
working toward a high school equiv- 
alency degree and wants to make 
something of his life 

The youth could have been certi 
fied to stand trial as an adult. A 
judge chose instead to place him in 
a long-term treatment facility 

These are just two of the success 
stories of parents and juveniles who 
dealt with the Family Court of St 
Louis County. 

The family court system in Mis- 
souri was created in 1993 by state 
lawmakers who approved a bill to 
combine juvenile courts and some 
other courts. The’ bill established a 
family court within each of the 
state’s largest circuit court systems. 


The family courts have sole 
authority to hear a variety of cases, 
including those involving divorce, 
adoption, domestic violence, abuse, 
neglect and crimes committed by 
juveniles ages 16 and younger. 

The court system uses a variety 
of social services — such as those 
provided by psychologists, family 
therapists and social workers — in 
an attempt to resolve family prob- 
lems, rehabilitate juvenile offenders 
and keep families together 

It also has a victim 
program 

“We're really a combination of 
the legal system and social services 
agencies,” said Donna Rau, a 
spokeswoman for the Family Court 
of St. Louis County 

The court in 1996 — the most cur 
rent year for which statistics are 
available handled more than 
14,000 cases involving juveniles, Rau 
said. The cases included drug viola- 
tions, larceny, assault, vandalism, 
curfew and truancy violations, 
attempted suicide, murder, man- 
slaughter and rape. 

The court also handled 1,600 cases 
that year of adults neglecting chil 


assistance 


dren. It also handled 366 adoptions 

Even in cases involving abuse or 
neglect, the -t’s mission is to 
reunite the , if that’s possible, 
Rau said 

Felony offenses include only about 
15 percent of the cases referred to 
the court each year, Rau said 

Most of the cases ‘involying juve- 
niles who violate laws are referred 
to the court by police departments, 
said Barbara Jacobs, a deputy juve 
nile officer who screens incoming 
cases 

When the court receives 
case, its legal dep 
mines whether there is enough. evi 
dence to charge the youth with a 
crime, Jacobs said. If the crime isa 
misdemeanor, the case most likely 
will be handled through a less for- 
mal process than a court hearing, 
she said 

“Tf this is a first offense or a le: 
er charge, we will ask the juvenile’s 
parents to bring him or her in for a 
conference,” she said. ‘“‘We ask a 
lot of questions of the family about 
what’s going on, because the youth’s 
behavior is often a symptom of a 
bigger problem in the famil.

Re-enactments a big part of life at J.B. Park

There are times\when J.D 
Magurany feels out\of place in 
20th-century clothing 

And there are timeS\when the park 
site he runs seems permanently stuck 
in the past ~ 

As director of the historic site at 
Jefferson Barracks County Park, he 
has seen re-enactments of everything 
from mountain men encampments to 
Civil War engagements to World War 
II skirmishes. 

The évents bring history to life in 
ways that exhibits in a museum 
never can. 

And Magurany says the people who 
devote large amounts of spare time 
and spare cash to re-enactments are 
dedicated people with a love of 
history. 

But — how to phrase this? — he is 
not sure why people do such things.

dedication,” said Magurany, whose 
South County park is a primary area 
location for re-enactments, 
particularly for the Civil War.

With the help of clever camera 
work, Jack G..Grothe once did a 
re-enactment of a Civil War battle 
both as a Confederate soldier and a 
Union soldier. 

A Lemay resident and museum 
educator at the Jefferson Barracks 
Historic Site, Grothe was one of 
thousands of Civil War re-enactors 
in the movie ‘‘Gettysburg.’’ 

Although his experiences in the 
movie are sure conversation-start- 
ers, they are hardly the only ones in 
a Civil War re-enactment hobby 
going back to the late 1960s. 

“] always had an interest in histo- 
ry, especially in the Civil War,” 
said the 58-year-old Grothe. 

Grothe’s introduction to re-enact- 





ing came when he and his wife-to-be 
were sitting in a tavern near the 
Anheuser-Busch brewery in south 
St. Louis, and a gentleman walked 
in dressed. as a Civil War officer. 
From then to now, he has frequently 
nlaved the part of a Civil War sol- 
er. 

“I’ve always been interested in 
military history,’’ Grothe said. ‘‘I 
was always interested in the aver- 
age man in the war.”’ 

A past president of-the Civil War

Roundtable of St. Louis, the 58-year- 
old Grothe re-enacts with Company 
C, 34th Regiment, Illinois Infantry, 
the Rock River Pioneers. He com- 
mands the 4th Military District of 
the Sons of Veterans Reserve, the 
military arm of the Sons of Union 
Veterans of the Civil War. 

Grothe often goes out on re-enact- 
ments with his wife, Margaret. She 
plays either a member of the Ladies 
Union Aid Society or a refugee 

Besides a tiny role in the movie 
“Gettysburg,’’ Grothe has appeared 
as soldiers in the “‘North and South’’ 
miniseries and the ‘‘Blue and the 
Gray.” 

His role as Union and Confederate 
soldiers in ‘‘Gettysburg’’ came on 
the actual Gettysburg attlefield in 
the filming of Pickett’s Charge. 

“J made that attack as a Confed- 
erate soldier,’’ he said. The next 
day, in more filming of the same 
battle but off the actual battlefield, 
he played a Union soldier. 

“Thanks to Hollywood, I could 
have shot myself,’?.Grothe said. 

Grothe is not the only museum 
educator at the Jefferson Barracks 
Historic Site who does _ re-enact- 
ments. Another is Gina Mills, who 
does re-enactments about three 
times a year with the 11th Mississip- 
pl. :)
